Gifts  Campaign 


President  Urges  Alumni

Participation 

With  its  Diamond  Jubilee  as  an 
institution  less  than  two  years  a- 
way,  Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  an¬ 
nounced  a  Jubilee  campaign,  to  be 
conducted  among  its  alumni,  par¬ 
ents  of  present  and  past  students, 
and  friends,  for  funds  to  complete 
and  furnish  buildings  now  under 
construction  on  the  campus.  In  all 
its  three-quarter  century,  with  one 
small  exception,  the  College  has 
not  asked  for  support  for  capital 
projects.  The  College  has  been 
built  almost  entirely  by  the  Fa¬ 
thers  of  the  Precious  Blood  from 
their  careful  economics  and  sav¬ 
ings. 

In  announcing  the  campaign,  Fa¬ 
ther  Gross  has  pointed  out  that  the 
present  building  program,  includ¬ 
ing  the  new  Faculty  Residence  and 
the  Halleck  Student  Center,  (pic¬ 
tures  page  3),  is  costing  the  Col¬ 
lege  $2,200,000,  of  which  $1,700,000 
is  in  the  form  of  a  long-term,  low 
interest  construction  loan  from  the 
Federal  Government.  To  meet  its 
share  of  the  commitment,  the  Col¬ 
lege  must  raise  an  estimated 
$400,000  by  July  1  —  which  will 
virtually  complete  the  construction 
costs.  However,  an  additional 
$200,000  must  be  raised  to  furnish 
these  new  buildings. 

“All  colleges  and  universities  to¬ 
day,”  said  Father  Gross,  “are  feel¬ 
ing  the  pressure  caused  by  the  in¬ 
creased  demands  for  a  college  edu¬ 
cation.  In  the  past  ten  years  the 
enrollment  at  Saint  Joseph’s  has 
more  than  doubled;  there  are  now 
nearly  1,100  students  on  the  cam¬ 
pus  at  Rensselaer,  and  over  600  at 
the  Calumet  Center  in  East  Chi¬ 
cago.  In  responding  to  these 
pressures.”  he  continued,  “the  Col¬

lege  must  turn  for  the  first  time 
to  sources  other  than  the  Society 
of  the  Precious  Blood  for  aid  in 
making  the  fulfillment  of  its  mis¬ 
sion  possible.  Never  again  will  our 
College  have  so  dramatic  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  growth  as  this  Dia¬ 
mond  Jubilee  Anniversary  affords.” 

Other  building  projects  are 
planned  for  the  future,  and  will  be 
undertaken  on  a  schedule  which 
has  already  been  worked  out.  Space 
freed  by  the  two  new  buildings 
will  serve  many  necessary  and  use¬ 
ful  purposes.  A  Humanities  Center 
is  being  planned  for  the  north  wing 
of  the  Library;  space  freed  on  the 
second  and  third  floors  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  building  by  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  new  Faculty  Resi¬ 
dence  will  be  converted  into  much 
needed  additional  classrooms  and 
lecture  halls.  And  when  the  Hal¬ 
leck  Student  Center  is  completed, 
Raleigh  Hall,  which  currently 
houses  student  recreational  activi¬ 
ties  and  a  snack  bar,  will  be  con¬ 
verted  into  a  music  and  fine  arts 
center. 

“Many  people,”  said  Father 
Gross,  “and  many  groups  of  peo¬ 
ple  will  be  asked,  for  the  first  time, 
to  provide  major  financial  under¬ 
writing  of  the  great  mission  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  —  to  pro¬ 
vide  Christian  higher  education  of 
quality  to  more  young  Americans.” 

Saint  Joe  alumni,  nationwide,  are 
being  asked  to  play  their  part  in 
this  capital  campaign,  which  will 
extend  over  a  three-year  period.  In 
many  cities  and  towns  alumni 
groups  have  already  been  formed, 
and  plans  laid  for  systematic  so¬ 
licitation  of  their  fellow  alumni. 
Such  groups  are  already  active  in 
Chicago;  Lake  County,  Indiana; 
Cincinnati;  Cleveland;  Columbus; 
Dayton;  Evansville,  Jasper;  Fort 


Wayne;  Louisville;  Detroit;  Saint 
Louis;  Mercer  County;  and  in  Lima, 
Delphos  and  Tiffin.  Accounts  of 
some  of  the  alumni  gatherings  in 
these  areas  will  be  found  elsewhere 
in  this  issue  of  Contact.  In  all  areas 
where  it  is  possible,  the  campaign 
will  be  conducted  on  a  person-to- 
person  basis,  with  each  “salesman” 
being  asked  to  call  on  no  more  than 
five  fellow  alumni.  While  no  form¬ 
al  goal  has  been  set,  it  has  been 
estimated,  on  the  basis  of  annual 
giving  over  recent  years,  that 
alumni  contributions  over  the  peri¬ 
od  1962  through  1964  could  top 
$100,000. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Parents’  Board,  the  parents 
of  Saint  Joe  students,  past  and 
present,  will  be  invited  to  take  a 
hand  in  the  game.  “No  student  at 
most  colleges,”  pointed  our  Father 
John  M.  Lefko,  C.PP.S.,  director  of 
development,  “ever  meets  the  full 
cost  of  his  education,  and  many 
have  profited  from  generous  scho¬ 
larships.”  The  warm  enthusiasm  of 
parents  has  been  expressed  in 
many  ways,  and  their  hearty  sup¬ 
port  is  being  sought  at  this  time. 

The  Fellows’  Program,  which  is 
a  long-term  sustaining  effort,  is  be¬ 
ing  inaugurated  on  May  16,  as 
mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  issue, 
and  holds  great  promise  for  the 
future.  And  finally,  contributions 
are  being  sought  from  selected  cor¬ 
porations  and  from  charitable 
foundations,  many  of  them  for 
specific  projects.  There  are  many 
opportunities  for  personal  memor¬ 
ials  in  the  new  buildings  under 
construction,  and  these  are  de¬ 
scribed  in  detail  in  the  brochure  de¬ 
scribing  the  program,  which  will 
be  mailed  out  in  late  April  and 
early  May  to  alumni,  parents  and 
friends.

Saint  Joseph’s  College  Alumni 
from  the  South  Chicago  Area  met 
on  April  4,  1962  at  the  South  Shore 
Country  Club  to  hear  Father  Raph¬ 
ael  Gross,  C.PP.S.,  outline  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  Capital  Gifts 
Campaign  to  raise  funds  for  the 
present  and  future  expansion  of 
the  College.  Father  Gross  empha¬ 
sized  the  urgent  need  for  physical 
expansion  to  meet  the  ever  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  Catholic  stu¬ 
dents  now  preparing  for  higher 
education.  Mr.  Joseph  McGrath, 
’51,  National  President  of  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  a  member  of  the  Chicago 
Chapter,  spoke  of  the  Colleges’  de¬ 
pendency  on  her  alumni  through 
the  years  and  urged  their  total 
participation  in  the  Campaign.  Mr. 
McGrath  recalled  that  the  forth¬ 
coming  Campaign  is  the  first  major 
appeal  by  the  College  to  her  alum¬ 
ni  for  funds  to  be  utilized  for 
campus  construction.

The  Panel  Room  of  Saint  John’s 
Church,  Whiting,  Indiana,  was  the 
scene  on  March  28,  1962  of  a  din¬ 
ner  meeting  for  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  Alumni  residing  in  the  Lake 
County,  Indiana,  area.  The  Very 
Rev.  Raphael  Gross,  C.PP.S.,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Saint  Joseph’s  presided  at 
the  meeting  and  delivered  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  evening.  He  spoke  of 
the  need  for  expansion  and  im¬ 
provement  in  educational  facilities 
on  the  college  level  to  meet  the 
vast  numbers  of  students  entering 
this  level  within  the  next  ten  years. 
He  stated  that  Saint  Joseph’s  can¬ 
not  stand  still  but  must  progress 
commensurate  with  this  demand. 
Father  Gross  spoke  of  the  launch¬ 
ing  of  a  Capital  Gifts  Campaign 
for  Saint  Joseph’s  in  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  College’s  Seventy-five 
years  —  a  Diamond  Jubilee  Capital 
Gifts  Campaign  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  funds  to  meet  the  cost  of 
construction  of  the  Halleck  Student 
Center  and  the  Community  resid¬ 
ence,  both  now  under  construction 
on  campus.  He  appealed  to  alumni 
and  friends  to  share  the  burden  of 
this  task  by  becoming  workers  for 
a  greater  Saint  Joseph’s  College.

Msgr.  Hughes 
Lectures  Here 

Monsignor  Philip  Hughes,  author 
and  professor  of  Reformation  hist¬ 
ory  at  the  University  of  Notre 
Dame,  spoke  to  the  students  at  St. 
Joseph’s  on  March  13.  His  appear¬ 
ance  was  part  of  the  visiting  auth¬ 
or  program  this  year  by  Father 
John  Klopke,  C.PP.S.,  assistant 
professor  of  philosophy  at  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s. 

Monsignor  Hughes  spoke  on 
“Was  the  Reformation  Inevit¬ 
able?”  in  the  College  auditorium 
and  later  in  the  evening  presided 
over  a  discussion  of  his  book,  “A 
Popular  History  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,”  published  in  1957.  He  was 
also  author  of  “Pope  Pius  XI,” 
“The  Faith  in  Practice,”  and  a 
three-volume  history,  “The  Refor¬ 
mation  in  England.” 

Monsignor  Hughes  is  an  English 
priest  who  was  graduated  from  the 
Seminary  of  Leeds  in  1920.  In  the 
following  year  he  studied  at  Lou¬ 
vain,  Belgium,  where  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Seminar  Historique 
and  received  his  Licentiate  in  mor¬ 
al  sciences  and  history 

He  spent  the  next  two  years  do¬ 
ing  research  in  Rome  under  the 
direction  of  his  Eminence  Cardinal 
Gasquet,  O.S.B.,  Vatican  archivist 
and  author  of  many  well-known 
works  in  English  ecclesiastical 
history.  After  this  he  held  the  po¬ 
sition  of  lecturer  at  the  college  of 
St.  Thomas  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota, 
and,  from  1934  through  1943,  was 
archivist  of  Westminster. 

Monsignor  Hughes  holds  hono¬ 
rary  degrees  from  a  number  of 
American  universities  and  from 
Louvain.  He  has  been  at  Notre 
Dame  since  1955. 

His  book  that  was  discussed,  “A 
Popular  History  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion,”  was  called  by  the  Catholic 
World  “a  swiftly  moving,  easily 
read  story  of  how  that  upheaval 
which  so  changed  the  complexion 
of  mankind  came  to  pass.  Fascinat¬ 
ing,  too,  are  his  pen  portraits  of 
the  great  actors  of  the  drama: 
Luther,  Erasmus,  Calvin.”
